TO  THE 


APPRENTICES’  LIBRARY  COMPANY 

OF  PHILADELPHIA. 


Since  this  duty  devolved  upon  your  Board,  another  year 
of  civil  war  has  passed  away.  Protected,  under  a  gracious 
Providence,  by  a  beneficent  government,  we  have  been  spared 
the  sufferings  with  which  some  parts  of  our  once  happy 
country  have  been  afflicted,  and  have  been  enabled  to  pur¬ 
sue,  without  disturbance,  our  usual  course  of  quiet  usefulness. 

Accompanying  this  Report,  are  Tables  of  Statistics  for 
the  last  two  years.  A  reference  to  the  Table  for  the  past 
year,  will  show  that  there  were  51,144  volumes  loaned,  of 
which  19,660  were  from  the  Boys’,  and  31,484  from  the 
Girls’  Library.  The  new  admissions  were  712  to  the  Boys’, 
and  934  to  the  Girls’  Library.  The  average  number  of 
readers  were  681  in  the  Boys’,  and  1183  in  the  Girls’  Li¬ 
brary. 

A  comparison  with  the  Table  for  the  previous  year,  shows 
a  declension  in  all  these  particulars,  except  in  the  new  ad¬ 
missions  to  the  Boys’  Library,  in  which  there  is  an  increase. 
The  vast  expenditures  by  the  Government  having  again  im¬ 
parted  activity  to  the  business  of  the  country,  a  considerable 
number  of  our  readers  have  temporarily  suspended  the  use  of 
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the  Library,  in  consequence  of  their  employments  during  the 
evenings.  This  may  account  for  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  books  loaned. 

There  have  been  purchased  155  volumes  for  the  Boys’, 
and  353  volumes  for  the  Girls’  Library.  Continued  and 
sedulous  care  has  been  taken  to  avoid  pernicious  books,  and 
to  select  those  only,,  having  a- tendency  to  promote  useful¬ 
ness,  virtue,  and  religion,  as  well  as  innocent  recreation. 

Donations  of  thirty-two  volumes,  consisting  chiefly  of 
government  publications,  have  been  received.  For  these,  the 
Board  is  under  obligations  to  the  Hon.  William  D.  Kelly, 
the  Hon.  David  AYilmot,  the  Hon.  John  W.  Forney,  Col.  A.  D. 
Bache,  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  the  Select  Council  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Ohio  State  Library,  Miss  Sarah 
C.  Landon,  and  Mr.  Isaac  S.  Cassim,  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Water  Department. 

There  have  been  lost,  eight  volumes  from  the  Boys’,  and 
twenty  volumes  from  the  Girls’  Library.  The  number  of 
volumes  in  the  Boys’  Library  is  about  12,500,  and  in  the 
Girls’  Library  about  5,900.  Total,  of  both  Libraries,  about 
18,400  volumes.  A  new  catalogue  for  the  Girls’  Library 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  printer,  and  one  for  the  Boys’  Library 
is  being  compiled. 

With  the  employment  of  a  female  Librarian  for  the  Boys’ 
Library,  your  Board  continue  to  be  well  satisfied.  Under 
her  firm,  but  gentle  administration,  there  is  no  disorder 
among  the  boys.  We  feel  a  gratification  in  commending 
the  Librarians  of  both  Libraries,  and  their  assistants,  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  general 
good  order  preserved  among  the  readers. 

We  notice,  with  regret,  the  continued  decrease  of  our 
receipts  from  annual  subscribers.  This  is,  no  doubt,  chiefly 
owing  to  the  changes  in  the  business  of  the  country,  affect¬ 
ing  the  circumstances  of  individuals.  Death,  too,  has  con¬ 
tributed  its  share.  Among  the  names  thus  removed  from 
our  list,  we  notice  that  of  the  venerable  Samuel  Breck. 
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Without  participating  in  its  management,  he  was  an  early 
patron  of  this  Institution,  and  was  distinguished  for  his 
benevolence  and  usefulness  in  the  community,  of  which  he 
was  an  honored  member. 

To  supply  the  place  of  those  we  have  lost,  there  have 
been  only  sixteen  annual  subscribers,  and  three  life  mem¬ 
bers,  added  to  our  list  during  the  past  year. 

Our  confidence  in  the  claims  of  this  Institution  upon  the 
benevolence  of  our  fellow-citizens  is  unabated.  The  only 
security  society  can  have,  under  a  republican  government, 
is  in  the  virtue  and  intelligence  of  the  masses.  The  current 
of  young  persons  using  this  Library  is  constantly  changing. 
On  attaining  their  majority,  many  of  them  retire  from  its 
use,  and  their  places  are  taken  by  others,  just  from  school. 
The  females  often  become  mothers  of  families,  and,  in  form¬ 
ing  the  tender  minds  of  their  offspring,  can  exercise  a  vast 
influence  on  the  destiny  of  the  rising  generation  for  good. 
The  boys,  now  become  men,  take  their  place  in  society,  and 
mingle  in  the  politics  of  the  country.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
mission  of  this  Company  to  impart,  through  the  books 
placed  on  its  shelves,  correct  ideas  of  the  allegiance  due  to 
the  Government,  under  our  Federal  and  State  systems, — to 
teach  faithfulness  to  trusts, — a  reverence  for  law, — the  dan¬ 
ger,  under  our  form  of  government,  of  seeking  reforms,  except 
through  the  channels  provided  by  law, — to  rebuke  the  greed 
of  gain  that  lurks  in  the  corruption  surrounding  our  State  and 
National  Governments  ; — and  to  impress,  indelibly,  upon  the 
minds  of  the  young,  before  their  generous  sensibilities  are 
blunted  by  contact  with  the  world,  that  office  should  be  sought, 
not  with  the  sordid  view  of  amassing  wealth,  or  even  for  its  just 
emoluments,  only,  but  for  the  high  purpose  of  contributing, 
in  their  day  and  generation,  to  the  immortality  of  civili¬ 
zation. 

In  relinquishing  our  charge,  we  commend  the  Institution 
to  the  care  of  the  Board  about  to  be  elected,  and  invoke 
upon  their  labors  a  continuation  of  the  blessings  of  an  over- 
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ruling  Providence ;  humbly  attributing  to  that  Source  the 
success  of  this  Library  during  its  existence  of  forty-two 
years.
